AND MINE

You've all known children who 
from childhood have seemed to 
slump and slouch as if their 
muscles were made of water. No 
matter what the mother did, or 
how often she exhorted the child 
to walk like a soldier and pull 
back his shoulders, he continued 
to hang his head and let his 
shoulders slump. 

These are the adults whose 
backs bow at the shoulder or rib 
line. This arch remains no mat- 
ter how badly they would like to 
pull themselves erect. 

The child with a poor posture 
may need more than parental 
pleas to help him to stand up 
straight. These children need 
medical examinations to deter 
| mine what is causing the muscles 
to be so weak and the bones to 
bow. Sometimes, a long illness 
which leaves the child physically 
weak may lead to misshapen 
backbones if the child carries 
books persistently on one hip, or 
sits in a distorted position in his 
élassroom seat in order to get the 
best light on his work. These 
spinal-distertions --may
